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BATTLE TO KEEP 
NHS MATERNITY 
SERVICES OPEN 


A CAMPAIGNER has vowed 
to fight to keep maternity serv¬ 
ices at Maidstone Hospital. 

Peter Carroll, the driving force 
behind the landmark Gurkha rights 
campaign, has now set his sights on 
keeping a full service for mums giving 
birth in the county town. 

If current plans go-ahead, 
Maidstone’s consultant-led maternity 
unit, inpatient services and special 
baby care unit will be relocated to the 
new multi-million pound Pembury 
Hospital when it opens in 2011. 

The changes also include a new mid¬ 
wifery birthing centre being built at 
Maidstone Hospital, where women 
who are experiencing a low-risk 
labour can choose to go.

Mr Carroll, who became a national 
hero for the role he played alongside 
actress Joanna Lumley in the Gurkha 
Justice Campaign, is now calling for 
people to help him fight to keep the 
services at Maidstone. 

He said: “I believe the overwhelming 
majority of Maidstone people are 
against this decision. The consultation 
has been a sham and local people are 
rightly furious. 

“There is strong statistical evidence 
that Maidstone needs a full maternity 
service and we will be making sure 
that the secretary of state sees this 
evidence.” 

Mr Carroll’s campaign has already 


received backing from retired mater¬ 
nity consultant Alan Pentecost, who 
founded the maternity services at 
Maidstone in 1974. 

Mr Pentecost said: “This decision is 
immoral. The midwife-led facility 
remaining at Maidstone will not be 
able to provide comprehensive pain 
relief and will not be able to react in 
the event of an emergency. 

“Exposing women in labour to the 
difficult road journey from Maidstone 
to Pembury is both unkind and poten¬ 
tially dangerous.” 

Mr Carroll, who is also the Liberal 
Democrat parliamentary candidate 
for Maidstone and Weald, is urging 
people to join him outside Marks and 
Spencer, in Week Street, on Saturday

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Sculptors bid 
for community 
art commission

THREE artists have been 
shortlisted to create an 
£80,000 piece of art to tower 
over a new community. 

More than 60 artists expressed 
interest in securing the commission 
which will be sited at Kings Hill, 
near West Mailing. 

Andrew Blevins of developers 
Liberty Property Trust, which is 
working on the project along with 
Kent County Council arts develop¬ 
ment unit, said: “The high interest 
and calibre of artists expressing an 
interest reflects the increasing popu¬ 
larity of public art.” 

The new work will be on a round¬ 
about between Discovery Drive and 
Beacon Avenue, in a recently devel¬ 
oped section of the residential area of 
Kings Hill. 

The shortlisted artists are James 
Hopkins, Richard Perry and Andy 
Scott. 

Mr Hopkins has proposed a sphere 
that will assimilate the imagined 
action of driving and circumnavigat¬ 
ing the roundabout. 

It will be a reflection of its environ¬ 
ment and the panel was attracted to 
the contemporary design of this art¬ 
work and were impressed by the 
artist’s previous work. 

Mr Perry proposed a large vertical 
bronze structure that will comple¬ 
ment the roundabout in a contextual 
way to give a feeling of movement. 

The panel was impressed by previ¬ 
ous examples of his work and 
admired his proposed design for an 
elegant yet powerful artwork. 

And Mr Scott has chosen to devel¬ 
op a theme based on the semi-rural 
and pastoral tranquillity of the area. 

In his proposal nature, personified 
by a stag and a fox, clambers over a 
reclining figure. He hopes to evoke a 
notion of the balance of nature with-

in the built environment. 

The panel was particularly drawn 
to the imaginative nature of this pro¬ 
posal and its originality and fresh¬ 
ness. 

Each artist will make a model of 
their work, which will be on show to 
the public in September. 

The judges will take comments 
into consideration before making 
their final decision on the winner in 
October. 

Once commissioned, it is expected 
that the work will be installed in 
spring 2010. 

The chosen artist will receive up to 
£80,000 to create and install the 
design. The fee has been raised from 
the sale of land for houses at Kings 
Hill.

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Rude awakenings with 
three-day crackdown

SIX people were arrested during a 
three-day police operation to crack¬ 
down on illegal drugs and stolen 
goods in the Paddock Wood area. 

Neighbourhood police teams executed five 
early morning warrants between Wednesday 
and Friday at residential and commercial 
premises. 

On the first day, a 20-year- 
old man was arrested at a 
house in Maidstone Road, 
on suspicion of cultivation of 
cannabis, and was later cau¬ 
tioned. 

Also on Wednesday, offi¬ 
cers arrested a man in his 
40s in a pub in Church 
Road, on suspicion of theft 
and fraud offences relating 
to counterfeit currency. 

The man was later cau¬ 
tioned and officers seized 
what are believed to be 
stolen goods. 

On Thursday, the officers returned to 
Maidstone Road and arrested a man and 
woman, both in their 40s, and another man in 
his 20s, on suspicion of possession with intent 
to supply class A drugs. All three have since 
been bailed while the investigation continues. 

Officers also raided a house in Ewins Close 
but no arrests were made, and searched a near¬ 
by shop. 


On the final day of the operation, the team 
executed a warrant at a home in Queen’s 
Street and arrested a man in his 40s on suspi¬ 
cion of handling stolen goods. 

Police seized property and cash from the 
address. He was being questioned in police 
custody. 

More than 20 officers took part in the opera¬ 
tions, including officers from the police neigh¬ 
bourhood team, the neighbourhood task team, 
dog handlers with specialist drugs dogs, and a 
licensing officer. 

To ensure residents were able to ask ques¬ 
tions about the operation 
the neighbourhood team 
set-up a mobile police sta¬ 
tion. 

Neighbourhood officer Sgt 
Ray Masters said: “The 
operation was very much 
about reacting to informa¬ 
tion people were giving us 
about criminal activity and 
the supply of drugs in the 
town. 

“The neighbourhood team 
will take action when they 
receive information about 
what is happening in the community. 

“The majority of people who live in Paddock 
Wood are keen to keep this a nice place and 
don’t want to be associated with criminality. 

"We are going to carry on with operations like 
this to do all we can to keep the town the place 
people want it to be.”

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Man claims taunts 
led to brutal attack 

VICIOUS drunk John Flack beat up his 
wife, watched by a group of children, a 
court was told. 

Flack of Tyler Hill, Blean, repeatedly 
punched his wife Nicola and tried to 
smother her with a pillow. 

Canterbury magistrates heard Flack 
was supposed to go to a birthday party 
but decided to stay at home. He was 
given £10 to spend on anti-depressants 
but spent the cash on vodka instead. 

Julie Farbrace, prosecuting, said when 
Nicola got home, Flack slammed her 
against a wall and grabbed her by the 
throat. Later he pushed her on to a sofa 
and tried to smother her. One of the chil¬ 
dren called police. 

Flack, 36, is already subject to a two- 
year community order imposed for a 
similar attack last year. He told police he 
suspected his wife was having an affair 
and she taunted him about it. 

He admitted the attack and the case 
was adjourned until September 17. 

Brits abroad 'an 
embarrassment' 

MORE than eight out of ten people from 
Kent said in a survey they were embar¬ 
rassed by the behaviour of Brits abroad. 

This summer has seen reports of 
British revellers urinating against a his¬ 
torical monument in Latvia’s capital 
Riga, and a teenager expelled from 
Turkey for exposing himself and swear¬ 
ing at a statue of the nation’s founder. 

Foreign Office figures published this 
week revealed that alcohol contributed 
to many of the 6,919 arrests and 3,146 
hospitalisations of Britons worldwide 
between April 2008 and March this year. 

CAMRA says no to 
beer in plastic cups 

THE Campaign for Real Ale (CAMRA) 
in Kent wants to save the traditional 
beer glass. 

The Home Office has commissioned 
designers to transform the traditional 
glass into a shatter-proof holder in an 
effort to combat the 5,500 reported cases 
of attacks where glasses and bottles are 
used as weapons each year. 

But CAMRA regional director Kae 
Mendham said: “There are some very 
good plastic alternatives that fit in a 
hand the same way a glass does. 

“But we would not want total coverage 
of plastic holders. If you stay inside the 
premises and drink, it should be out of a 
glass. It’s traditional.”

Teams move in 
to stamp out 
local problems 


THE full force of a drive across 
Kent to crack down on crime 
and anti-social behaviour is 
about to be felt. 

From this week, 14 Neighbourhood Task 
Teams will be on the county’s streets, tack¬ 
ling the problems residents have identi¬ 
fied as priorities. 

Kent Police first piloted the 
Neighbourhood Task Teams at the end of 
2007 and in September, 2008, the trial was 
extended to provide six teams across the 
county - one in each policing area. 

They proved so successful that the num¬ 
ber is about to increase to 14, with one 
team for each district and two for Medway. 

Each team has a sergeant and five con¬ 
stables, who will provide a rapid response 
to community concerns. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: “Neighbourhood Task 
Teams have proved a great success since 
they were introduced, reducing crime 
wherever they work. 

“The new ones mean each police district 
will have its own dedicated response team 
that is able to act fast when people high¬ 
light problems. 

“It’s part of our commitment to improve 
the quality of life for everyone in Kent and 
make our county an even better place to 
live.” 

They will go where their help is most 
needed, moving into an area to support 
local officers, tackle offenders and find 
long-term solutions to concerns raised by 
residents. 

They will concentrate on some of the sig¬ 
nificant issues, such as criminal damage 
and anti-social behaviour. 


Ann Barnes, chair of the Kent Police 
Authority, said: “The shift to one team per 
policing district is good news for residents. 

“It is clear from our research that the 
teams are reducing crime and anti-social 
behaviour, with knock-on improvements 
to the quality of life for residents.” 

The force says the investment is worth 
every penny because of the amazing 
results the teams bring. 

The recent use of a Neighbourhood Task 
Team resulted in a 26 per cent reduction 
in anti-social behaviour calls and a 40 per 
cent reduction in recorded criminal dam¬ 
age. The team’s visit also resulted in more 
than 30 arrests. 

A survey following their use showed 91 
per cent of those questioned felt more con¬ 
fident in the police, compared to 73 per 
cent before the team arrived. 

Solutions 

Insp Bill Willis, who is in charge of the 
teams, said: “What makes us unique is that 
we are the only force to have these teams at 
a district level and with this scale of 
staffing. 

“A team can go into an area where there 
is anti-social behaviour and over a period 
of time solve the problem and deal with 
offenders. It’s about finding long-term 
solutions.” 

The police work with local authorities 
and other partners to decide where the 
task teams should be sent, acting in 
response to problems identified by local 
people, and they can be moved in very 
quickly. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge added: “It’s a simple philoso¬ 
phy - You said, We did.” 


Speed recruiting session 
a big hit with employers 


FIRST it was all about finding love and fast. 

Now employers are following in the footsteps 
of speed dating with what has been dubbed 
‘speed recruiting’. 

A training firm tried the recruitment exper¬ 
iment in Ramsgate recently, and as a result 11 
people found employment. 

In the trial saw six employers saw about 30 
job applicants in five-minute interviews. 

Once a job-seeker has finished one meeting 
they move round the room to the next employ¬ 
er and at the end of the session those who have 
made a good impression are offered a follow¬ 
up job interview. 

The pioneering scheme, run by the company 
TNG, aims to help people who have problems 
getting back to work, including single parents, 
ex-offenders and the long-term unemployed. 

All the applicants enrolled on a pre-employ¬ 
ment training programme, run by the 
Ramsgate firm, which helps them to prepare 
CVs and approach interviews. 


Among the firms at the first session were 
retail outlet Matalan and double-glazing com¬ 
pany Piper Windows. 

Louise Hampton, 29, from Ramsgate, found 
a job after three years unemployed. 

She said: “It was a great experience. Now I’m 
working at Matalan and I love my job.” 

Heidi Griffin, TNG operations manager for 
Kent, said: “These events give our learners a 
chance to practise their interview techniques 
in real situations.” 

Claire Weare, store manager at Matalan 
said: “TNG supplied a good volume of good 
quality candidates. 

“It saved us a lot of time scouring CVs, and 
making managers available for lots of inter¬ 
views. 

“We have employed five people as a result of 
the events and think it’s a great way of finding 
new employees.”

A What do you think about the DTM (the German Touring 
I^Car Championship)? 

A DTM is really fantastic! I was involved 
with the DTM when I competed in the F3 
Euro Series supporting races back in 2004 and 
2005. DTM racing is always pretty exciting, 
and the atmosphere is open and welcoming. In 
2008 I also had time to visit the DTM race at 
Brands Hatch and to support my Mercedes- 
Benz colleagues - it was a great event. The 
drivers get close to the fans, as they can buy 
tickets for the paddock. There is always some¬ 
thing happening on and off the track, it is def¬ 
initely worth coming down for the day. 

f| Will the Brands Hatch Indy circuit be challenging for the 
l^DTM drivers? 

Definitely, it is a great track and they get to 
race 93 laps of the shorter Indy circuit. 
There is so much going on during a lap of the 
track because it is so short with so much 
packed into it that the drivers have no time at 
all to relax. I can always remember thinking 
the lap at Brands is over so quickly... the driv¬ 
ers will have to be very fit to stay focused in 
those hot DTM cockpits for 93 laps!

Have you ever raced in Formula 3 at Brands Hatch? 


I competed in a couple of races at the end of 
the 2003 season in the British F3 series at 
Brands Hatch, after I had won the Formula 
Renault title that year. Racing through Druids 


in a F3 car was just awesome. Other sections of 
the track, such as when you go up the hill to 
Paddock Hill Bend are also fantastic, you can’t 
see the comer and then when you plunge down¬ 
hill on the exit, you hit this enormous compres¬ 
sion. It is unlike any other track I have raced on. 
When I was in the F3 Euro Series, it didn’t sup¬ 
port the DTM at Brands Hatch, which was a 
shame. But with the British F3 races and the 
three victories I took at the track in Formula 
Renault in 2002 and 2003.

Do you know any of the DTM drivers personally? 


n’t believe it. But after a couple of hours, I soon 
found my competitive streak! 

Q Which of the DTM drivers will be your favourite at 
Brands Hatch? 

A I11 be supporting all the Mercedes-Benz 
DTM drivers, however a victoiy for a British 
driver in front of their home crowd would be fan¬ 
tastic so I’ll be cheering on Paul, Jamie, Gaiy 
and Susie. I was fortunate to experience win¬ 
ning my home race in front of my home crowd at 
Silverstone in 2008, the atmosphere was some¬ 
thing else, so it would be great to see that hap¬ 
pen again at Brands Hatch. 


A I know all of the Mercedes-Benz drivers as 
we often bump into each other during the 
year, but of course I know the British drivers 
that I competed against as we came up through 
the ranks better. For example, I raced with Susie 
Stoddart in Formula Renault, we shared the 
podium a couple of times. When I won my first 
Formula 3 race in 2004 at the Norisring, I fin¬ 
ished just ahead of Jamie Green, the year when 
he won the Euro Series title. Gary Paffett is my 
team mate at Vodafone McLaren Mercedes, so 
we spend a lot of time working together. I used 
to do fitness training sessions with the Mercedes 
DTM guys. We are all so competitive; whatever 
part of the programme we were doing, so run¬ 
ning, cycling and so on, we all wanted to win. I 
can remember the first session I went to, I was 
so much younger than the DTM guys and was 
there with legends like Bemd Schneider, I could-

signing autographs. I am never able to sign as 
many as I would like, but I promise I do tiy! It is 
very important to me to have the chance to do 
this as the support I get from the fans is incred¬ 
ible and you must never take that for granted.

Withnail fan Tim buys 
Unde Monty's cottage

THE Cumbrian cottage which fea¬ 
tured in cult film Withnail & I has 
been snapped up by an architect 
from Canterbury. 

Sleddale Hall, near Shap in the Lake 
District, was known in the film as Crow Crag, 
the home of Withnail’s Uncle Monty. 

It has been bought by Tim Ellis, 41, a con¬ 
servation architect, for an undisclosed sum. 

The building, which has been unoccupied 
for years, was auctioned in February amid 
worldwide interest from potential buyers and 
film fans. 

The gavel came down at £265,000, £100,000 
more than its starting price. But the sale later 



fell through and Mr Ellis was contacted to see 
if he would like a second chance. 

“I was rather excited,” he said. 


Mr Ellis hopes to restore the building as a 
house, although details remain under wraps 
while talks are ongoing. 

“I first saw the film seven years ago and 
have been a fan ever since,” he said. 

“I’d like to restore the building in a way fans 
of the film would approve of. 

“There’s a lot of work to be done before I can 
draw up firm plans, but my intention is not to 
deprive Sleddale’s many admirers of its links 
with its iconic past.” 

The film follows Withnail, played by 
Richard E Grant in his first film role, and 
Marwood (Paul McGann) two struggling 
London actors who escape to the country cot¬ 
tage for a holiday. 


A COUNTYWIDE clampdown on loan sharks 
has failed to bring one person to court four 
months after it started, leading to calls for 
more victims to come forward. 

Kent County Council’s trading standards 
service, the South East Illegal Monday 
Lending Team and Kent Police joined forces to 
launch a campaign against loan sharks in 
April. Four months on there have been no 
arrests and the partnership is keen to break 
people’s silence on the crime. 

Cllr Mike Hill, KCC’s cabinet member for 
communities, said: ‘We are desperate for infor¬ 
mation but it is extremely difficult because 
people are not keen to give information.” 

Nationally the Stop Loan Sharks project has 
helped 10,000 victims, written off more than 
£30 million of illegal debt and secured more 
than 50 years in prison sentences since it 
began. 

Violence 

Last month, John Kiely from Manchester 
was sentenced to five years for charging poor 
families interest rates as high as 2,237 per 
cent on loans. One of his victims, a woman who 
borrowed £700, has been left on antidepres¬ 
sants and was forced to leave her home 
because of the intimidation and violence 
inflicted on her and her family. 

In March, Cheshire loan shark Paul 
Nicholson, who raped, blackmailed and threat¬ 
ened his victims, was jailed indefinitely. 

There are examples of people committing 
suicide because of loan sharks and the highest 
interest rate discovered was 117,000 per cent. 

Cllr Hill said: “In desperation, rather like 
drug addiction, some people turn to burglary 
and stealing to pay back their loans.” 

In response to people struggling to get loans 
from legitimate sources due to the downturn, 
KCC is to launch its own credit union in 
October.

COUNCIL chiefs have backed 
calls for landlords to face tighter 
planning controls in a bid to clam- 
pdown on so-called 'student ghet¬ 
tos’. 

Planning officials at Canterbury council 
have supported Government proposals to 
dilute the problems caused by swathes of 
major towns being rented to students. 

In a bid to calm the ‘studentification’ of the 
likes of Canterbury - home to the University 
of Kent and Christ Church University - the 
Government has proposed landlords should 
be forced to obtain planning permission for a 
wider range of properties dubbed ‘houses in 
multiple occupation’ or HMOs. 

Currently, regulations only apply to houses 
with six people or more. Canterbury council 
said residents were increasingly concerned 
about high student numbers. Issues raised 
included antisocial behaviour, litter and park¬ 
ing. Some expressed concern about the cre¬ 
ation of ‘ghost towns’ during academic holi¬ 
days. 

After looking at the options during consul¬ 
tations, the council believes regulations are 
not tough enough to deal with the issue. 

Kim Bennett, head of development at the 
council, said: “There is no doubt that in 
Canterbury, where the problem is particular¬ 
ly concentrated, there is continuing public 
concern about the social impact in particular 
streets or areas.” 

One of the options is to change the HMO 
definition to apply to property with three or 
more occupants, who are not members of the 
same family. It would then fall under plan¬ 


ning laws. This is the council’s preferred 
option, despite the fact it cannot be applied to 
properties already occupied by students. 

But the authority is doubtful its recommen¬ 
dation will be acted on. 

“It is unlikely, given that such controls 
would apply nationally and that the evidence 
is the problems are concentrated in relatively 
small areas throughout the UK,” Mr Bennett 
said. 

The other option, and the council’s fall-back 
choice, is to remove the requirement for 
HMOs to seek planning permission. 

If there was then a problem locally, the 
power would fall to planning authorities to 
prevent development of such properties in 
particular areas. But Chris Norris, of the 
National Landlords’ Association in the South 
East, said changing planning laws was not 
the way forward: “In Canterbury, we have a 
number of universities and colleges and areas 
of the city are particularly concentrated, so 


there is the potential for problems. 

“But the issue we have with the proposals 
is they address the property rather than the 
behaviour. There are better ways to tackle the 
behaviour of tenants, rather than slapping a 
status on a property,” he said. 

“And we doubt local authorities would be 
willing to allow that property to be changed 
back into a residential property later on. It 
could lead to greater housing shortages.” 

He said the association wanted councils to 
use their existing powers more effectively. 

Dick Vane-Wright, of South Canterbury 
Residents’ Association, said: ‘We are aware of 
problems in parts of the city. But one of our 
members, who lived on a street where there 
were problems, engaged with the students 
rather than complaining. 

“They pointed out what sorts of problems 
the students were creating and it was very 
successful. We don’t just need legislation - we 
need people to engage with their neighbours.” 


Record levels of 
debt on campus 

STUDENTS starting degree courses in the 
county this month will be left with record level 
of debts totalling £24,000 by the end of their 
courses, according to latest research. 

The figures emerged in a new survey, reveal¬ 
ing it is now more 
costly than ever to 
enter higher edu¬ 
cation, fuelling 
fears that many 
people are being 
priced out of 
attending univer¬ 
sity. More than 
2,000 students were quizzed on their financial 
outlay for the forthcoming years, with the 
average debt per year coming in at £5,000, 
plus £3,000 a year in tuition fees. 

Kent has also emerged as one of the most 
expensive places in the county to study. 
According to latest research, Canterbury was 
listed within the top ten costliest cities for stu¬ 
dents. Average rents were reported as being 
£72 a week. 

Recession 

Chatham follows close behind, costing £61 a 
week, placing a further strain on teenagers’ 
limited budgets. But with a background of 
recession, admission to universities has been 
overstretched, despite the costs. 

With jobs at a premium, more students are 
keen to build up their qualifications rather 
than take the plunge into the emploment mar¬ 
ket at such a troubled time. 

President of the Students’ Union at the 
University of Kent, Helen Wood, said the 
union was working hard to support its student 
population, which includes campuses around 
the county. 

She said: “Debt is an issue for students and 
we have a lot going on at the university where 
we can advise people. 

“There’s a team of advisers at our 
Canterbury campus and we also run a Money 
Doctor service to help students with their 
finances. I’m certainly glad I did my universi¬ 
ty course, it had always been my ambition to 
study and the cost of it didn’t put me off.”

Gary Wright in praise of the policeman who dared to say what most people thought anyway about CCTV 



Well done to the police officer 
who admits CCTV doesn't help 


SO, a top policeman admits what 
we all actually feared: CCTV cam¬ 
eras don’t really work. 

Mick Neville, a Detective Chief Inspector 
with the Met, said for every 1,000 cameras in 
Britain, one crime gets solved. Just one crime. 

There are a lot of cameras mind - about a 
million of them in London alone says DCI 
Neville. That works out one camera for every 
eight residents, which seems a little extreme. 

Our government has spent half a billion 
pounds on CCTV, seeing it as a catch-all pro¬ 
tector for the law-abiding majority. Our local 
councils - who should really be sweeping the 
streets and collecting rubbish - can’t get 
enough of them either. But what’s the point? 

Britain is recognised around the world as 
being the most spied on. In London it’s calcu¬ 
lated that the average person gets filmed by 
300 different cameras every day. 

Wherever you are these days the chances 
are you are being filmed. It got out of hand 
about 15 years ago as too many people in 


power saw CCTV cameras as a cheap and easy 
way to make us feel safe. In fact for most of us 
it doesn’t do any such thing. 

You see the problem is someone in a distant 
control room has to monitor the images... and 
you have to wonder what sort of person 
WANTS a job like that. 

Over the years as a journalist I’ve lost count 
of the number of complaints to newspapers 
(normally from women) about cameras possi¬ 
bly being misused by camera operators. 

And when something interesting does hap¬ 
pen, all too often the control room misses it 
anyway (probably because they’re gazing 
through bedroom windows). 

I’ll agree that some CCTV films can be pret¬ 
ty interesting (and funny), especially now they 
are in such good quality colour. 

There are almost a dozen satellite TV channels 
which would probably disappear if they couldn’t 
rely on a regular supply of CCTV footage show¬ 
ing ordinary people doing extraordinary things. 

But for every street mugger who is spotted 
on town centre CCTV (and subsequently 


escapes) or a car that accidentally drives 
through a plate glass shop window, there 
seems to me a tale of woe, like the homeless 
fella in Ashford last year who died while he 
was being filmed by CCTV, and no one noticed 
for hours. 

Surely the answer is simple: Put a stop to 
using CCTV as a knee-jerk reaction to per¬ 
ceived threat, which at least one respected 
police officer believes doesn’t work anyway, 
before we are stuck in a Big Brother-style state. 

The spread of speed cameras at roadsides 
throughout the UK seems to have been halted in 
some areas the limitations were realised, you see 
not eveiyone’s convinced they prevent crashes. 

(And have you noticed how the number have 
fines has dropped dramatically since operators 
were told a year ago they couldn’t keep the cash?) 

So, let’s reach the same clear-thinking with 
CCTV cameras. Use them where they are tried 
and tested, but give us more police officers in 
neighbourhoods to help prevent crime which is 
proven to work... and there are signs it is 
already happening (see page 4).

As news that Southeastern is 
exempt from next year’s cuts in rail 
fares came in, investment bank 
UBS revealed that British rail fares 
are the highest in the world. 

This means Kent and Medway are 
hit twice - once by missing out on a 
fares cut and again by the UK’s 
excessive rail fares. 

So now its official, we have the 
highest rail fares in the world. 

And in Kent we will not even ben¬ 
efit by the rail fares cut caused by 
the drop in inflation. 

The botched privatisation of our 
railways has not brought the con¬ 
sumer benefits we were promised. 

Kent’s traffic congestion is a testa¬ 
ment to the high cost of rail (and 
bus) fares and a general failure to 
cut greenhouse gas emissions. 

We desperately need a new Kent 
Local Transport Plan to cut conges¬ 
tion and air pollution. 

It should focus on creating a road 
user hierarchy - walking, cycling, 
buses, first to encourage more peo¬ 
ple to use their cars less. 

But for a lot of journeys, cheaper 
rail services are essential. 

More than ten years of talk by the 
Government about ‘sustainable’ 
transport has been accompanied by 
under-investment in our railways. 

It is possible to move people and 
goods without putting more carbon 
into our atmosphere. 

Joined-up investment is needed 


from the Government, Medway 
Council and Kent County Council, 
not more roads.

Tarantino makes history 
with glourious new film

WHEN you’re a feted, cult film 
director like Quentin Tarantino, 
you can do just about anything you 
like - including playing fast and 
loose with history 

His much-hyped new movie Inglourious 
Basterds, set in Nazi-occupied France, does 
just that and the director/screenwriter admits 
he had no qualms about it. 

“The way I write, there’s different roads the 
characters could go down and when I was 
writing this movie, I came across some road¬ 
blocks, and one of those was history itself,” he 
says, with a high-pitched giggle. 

“I was more or less prepared to honour that 
until I came up against it and I go, ‘No, I 
refuse!’. My characters don’t know they’re part 
of history - history hasn’t been written yet. 
They don’t know there’s things they can’t do, 
there’s only action and reaction.” 

It’s ballsy stuff from the man whose last 
effort, Death Proof, was widely agreed to be 
underwhelming, with Tarantino readily 
admitting that project became “derailed”. 

When we meet at a London hotel, he’s noth¬ 
ing if not passionate, becoming more and more 
animated as he explains the most minute 
details of his latest movie. 

He started writing the screenplay more than 
a decade ago, but knew it would require some¬ 
thing of a superhuman effort to get his sprawl¬ 
ing, intricate vision to the screen. 

So the Tennessee native decided to work on 
other things instead, namely Kill Bill and the 
Grindhouse double-header with Robert 
Rodriguez. 

When Inglourious Basterds was shown at 
the Cannes Festival earlier this year, he was

unsurprisingly proud to finally see his hard 
work on screen. 

The story kicks off in Nazi-occupied France, 
where we’re introduced to the suave, charis¬ 
matic, yet ultimately evil German Colonel 
Hans Landa (Christoph Waltz), referred to as 
The Jew Hunter for obvious reasons. 

Don’t be surprised to see relative unknown 
Waltz troubling each and every award ceremo¬ 
ny come the New Year. His performance is 
simply outstanding. 

The Basterds of the title are a ragtag assort¬ 
ment of Jewish American soldiers - not count¬ 
ing infamous German deserter Hugo Stiglitz 
who defects to their cause - who have only 
have one thing on their mind: killing Nazis. 

Lieutenant Aldo Raine, played brilliantly by 
Brad Pitt, leads the titular fighting unit, 
demanding nothing from his men other than 
inflicting terror and torture on the opposing 
forces. And 100 Nazi scalps from each of them. 

Being a Tarantino film, several storylines 
cross over one another, culminating in an all- 
consuming finale.

Anyone who’s seen one of Tarantino’s earlier 
films will know he’s a fan of liberal violence, 
and Basterds is no different. His other trade¬ 
marks are also here, most notably of all, the 
soundtrack, which juxtaposes the action of 
World War II with the Ennio Morricone-com- 
posed score of the Spaghetti Western classics. 

With all his characteristic elements in place, 
Inglourious Basterds is widely deemed a 
return to form for the director. The final line of 
the film has one character saying, “I think this 
could be my masterpiece”. Surely Tarantino 
wouldn’t be that literal? 

“I didn’t have that line until it came time to 
say it,” he says. “That’s just the line he says. 

“As for my masterpiece, not to be coy, but it’s 
not for me to say.”

AS CLEAR waves lapped over my 
bare feet, I couldn’t help comparing 
the luscious white sands, whisper¬ 
ing palms and gentle sea breezes 
with the drizzly England I left ear¬ 
lier that morning. 

After a short drive from the airport, I was 
relaxing in the sun of Mexico’s Riviera Maya 
at Thomson’s five-star Sensatori Resort, nes¬ 
tled on beautiful Bahia Petempich Beach half¬ 
way between Cancun and Playa Del Carmen. 

Unpacked and refreshed, I eagerly headed to 
the hotel’s Mojito lounge, and found myself 
stuck for choice with an extensive menu of 31 
different mouth-watering flavours. 

The Sensatori concept is part of the big oper¬ 
ators’ answer to travellers who put together 
their own holidays online. The facilities are 
superb, but you only get in with a package 
bought from an operator. 

It’s certainly been carefully planned: the 
resort’s 438 suites include air-conditioning, 32- 
inch plasma TVs, DVD players, hydro-jet 
Jacuzzis, iPod docking stations and marble 
bathrooms with showers. 

There are 12 categories of room, including 
swim-up suites (allowing you to enter the pool 
straight from your room), honeymoon bal¬ 
conies with views overlooking the sea, and 
presidential suites. 

Every age group is catered for, with lazing 
beds for couples, an adults-only pool with but¬ 
ler service, a kids’ area with day care, and even 
a teen hangout - a club with gaming stations, 
internet cafe, air hockey and a disco. A kids’ 
programme for under-fives offers all-day care 
and toy-lending. The resort also has a kids’ clu- 
broom with several activity areas. 


Eager to experience the area, we headed to 
the Chikin-Ha zip line, just half-an-hour south 
of nearby Playa del Carmen. 

Our guide Riaz, half Mayan, half American, 
was a fountain of knowledge with great stories 
about the area. Soon we were walking through 
the jungle towards the natural waters of the 
Cenotes (system of underground rivers). 

Our adventure headed upwards to the jun¬ 
gle zip lines. Heights normally terrify me, but 
the beautiful scenery took over as I leapt off 
and sped down the line. 

That evening, we visited the resort’s adult- 
only restaurant, Le Chique, for a 14-course 
meal. It might sound a lot, but the gourmet 
dinner, accompanied by five specially-chosen 
wines, was served in spoonful portions - just 
enough to get the tastebuds going. 

From a creamy truffle croquette and silver 


quail to a chocolate plate and fruity dessert, 
every mouthful was an experience. 

Next day, we flew in a six-seater plane over 
the jungle to see the Mayan ruins of Chichen 
Itza. At around £245, it might sound extrava¬ 
gant, but it’s worth the extra pennies. 

We reached the site at about 11am, ahead of 
the crowds. The stone pyramids are fascinat¬ 
ing, and our guide explained the various build¬ 
ings and ancient Mayan traditions. 

On our last day, we caught the minibus and 
drove half-an-hour north to Cancun to enjoy 
the Jungle Tour. 

After four days in this paradise, it was diffi¬ 
cult to tear ourselves away. If you want to 
experience the historical sights and natural 
beauty of the Yucatan Peninsula, with the 
added bonus of pampering and luxury, the 
Sensatori is definitely for you.

Online advertising is 
boost to web shares 

SHARES in property website Rightmove 
have been performing well and analysts 
say they expect the trend to continue. 

Rightmove shares closed up 80.1 at 
508p, a rise of 18.7 per cent, according to 
the company’s half-yearly returns. 

Latest figures show that pre-tax prof¬ 
its fell eight per cent to £18.2m, but the 
company is using the recession to 
increase market share, with sellers 
favouring online advertising over more 
traditional areas to cut costs. 

The website registered 3.2 billion page 
impressions in the first half of the year, 
up three per cent on a year ago, and next 
month launches a £lm TV campaign. 

The company said it was on course to 
come close to its 2008 underlying operat¬ 
ing profit of £41m, and added it consid¬ 
ered property prices to have “bottomed 
out” and that it would look to increase its 
prices early in 2010. 

Miles Shipside, commercial director, 
said: “New instructions are down, and 
that shortage of supply has underpinned 
prices. Agents have cut their costs, and 
the downturn has meant they are 
reassessing where they get their value.” 

Ed Williams, managing director, said: 
he anticipated growth over the second 
half of the year to exceed market expec¬ 
tations, and hoped to achieve further 
growth in 2010.

NEW house building in England has 
surged in recent months, with figures 
from the Department for Communities 
and Local Government showing a 63 per 
cent quarterly rise in new projects. 

During the three months to the end of 
June work began on 29,980 homes, down 
nine per cent short when compared to 
the same period in 2008. 

The second quarter of 2009 also saw 
housing completions increase 24 per 
cent to an estimated 39,320, compared to 
the March quarter, up seven per cent 
from last year. 

Private enterprise housing starts leapt 
73 per cent in the June quarter, 12 per 
cent lower than 2008 and completions 
rose 27 per cent, one per cent up on the 
same period last year. 

On an annual basis housing starts for 
England continued to decline, totalling 
87,190 in the 12 months to the end June, 
down 41 per cent year-on-year and 
falling 53 per cent behind the 2005/2006 
peak, with 136,140 completions down 16 
per cent on the previous twelve months.

According to blurb, it “embodies a new 
era for Saab”, though it is actually a 
Vauxhall Insignia underneath. 

And there is the rub for a once distinc¬ 
tive brand: it will take time - possibly too 
much - for Saab to recreate its individu¬ 
alism after an era as just another General 
Motors brand. Good luck anyway. 


FIAT has had its ups and downs 
lately, but the Italian motor group 
is riding high on the Fiat 500 city 
car success. 

But the hard yards for Fiat’s revival were put 
in by the Panda city car, which underpins the 
500 body, and then by the stylish Grand Punto 
supermini. 

When you look at the demands of the space + 
compactness supermini brief, the Grande 
Punto is a lesson in pushing the envelope and 
underlines how Fiat has rarely put a foot 
wrong since pretty much creating the type 
with the hatchback 1970s-vintage Fiat 127. 

The Uno and the Punto series followed, but 
commercial success outside the parochial home 
market was previously marred by dodgy relia¬ 
bility and rust problems. 

Fortunately, there is little talk of this when 
mentioning the latest torch-bearer, badged 
‘Punto’, but usually called Grande Punto to dis¬ 
tinguish it from its more compact predecessor. 

This three or five-door design is the best yet 
and product of master supermini stylist and 
official ‘Car Designer of the Century’ Giorgetto

A ‘Giugiaro’ badge on the Punto’s flank right¬ 
ly gives credit for a design that echoes sports 
cars at the front, delivers a stylish upward win¬ 
dow line to the side - without condemning 
those in the back to claustrophia - a spacious 
cabin and a neat yet practical rear end, with 
the lights raised above minor shunts. 

It wears bold colours beautifully; the banana 
yellow test car turned heads for the right rea¬ 
son and was a racy 1.4 16v T-Jet 120PS 
(138bhp) Sporting three-door, looking good 
value at £12,755 with the standard Punto five- 
year warranty, even before discounts. 

This version also delivers big bangs for mod¬ 
est bucks and the car’s small capacity 1.4-litre 
turbocharged hits 60mph in under nine sec¬ 
onds, with good economy and emissions and 
there is also a 155PS Abarth version. Rather 
than diesels with their relatively large weight, 
this has to be the way forward for superminis. 

The Sporting also handles beautifully - in 
this guise it is a both a practical and rapid 
supermini - though the ride quality and refine¬ 
ment can be wearing at times.

SO SUCCESSFUL has been the MPV (multi-purpose vehicle) or 'people carrier' concept that its influence has carried over to other car sectors. 
None more so than superminis, where designs are tending to be taller and more flexible, with 'smart' seating arrangements, extra headroom 
and load-lugging ability. None of the trio here would win styling prizes, but such versatility comes as standard and they are probably the 
closest to being the market's 'jacks of all trades'. After several years on the market, affordable examples should be easy to find too.

Beware early examples, which were too firmly sprung for some 
tastes, but later (Mark 1) models are good to drive and better to ride 
in while retaining the car's versatile rear seating.
